That Wonderful Name!

and with justice from henceforth even for ever.

Dear friends, I have read those 
two verses from Isaiah 9 as they 
are printed in the King James 
and American Versions: of the 
Word of God. I have a strong 
conviction that the last half of 
verse six should read: “ang His 


name shall be called Wonderful 


Counsellor, Mighty God, the 
Father of Eternity, the Prince of 
Peace,” thus presenting four 


beautifully balanced phrases for 
which the Hebrew language is 
very famous. Those four signifi- 
cant phrases also set forth in a 
most unusual way a four-fold de- 
scriptive prophetic picture of the 
Lord Jesus Christ who came into 
this world seven hundred years 
later, conceived by the Holy Spirit 
and born of a virgin. 

The reason I think this verse 
may thus be translated is because 
the original Hebrew of the Old 
Testament had no _ punctuation 
marks whatever. All punctua- 
tion was added later by Hebrew 
scholars in order to clarify the 
meaning of the text. Therefore, 
instead of five names, I believe 
there are only four names, each 
with a qualifying adjective— 
“Wonderful Counsellor, Mighty 
God, Everlasting Father, Prince 
of Peace.” 

Well, however this passage was 
originally written, I want you to 
think of the One who is described 
as Wonderful. I wish I had the

mountains. “That man” (a man 
called Joshua) and “his army” 
was the topic of whispered con- 
versation. “It is the sixth day.” 
“No, don't you remember its the 
seventh day since the gates have 
been closed.” 

The old women as usual took 
their little bundles of food that 
fateful day to sell in the market 
square; a few figs, some grapes 
and sugar cane, a basket of 
barley and wheat or millet made 
up the things to be sold. The 
narrow streets were crowded— 
business must go on as usual, But 
business was going to stop! Peo- 
ple were busy, but they were too 
busy. Destruction was coming. 

Even on this last day, the huge 
baths were filleq with people. 
The dry, hot Jordan Valley at- 
tracted large crowds. Gay parties, 
sin of every sort, lewdness and 
drinking characterized this “resort 
village” resting in the valley in 
sight of old Mt. Nebo just ninefgen 
miles from Jerusalem. 

Rahab wasn't playing this day. 
She was out “getting in” her 
loved ones. She must get them 
in. 

“Hey lady,” a little boy called 
to Rahab as she hurried by. “Hey 
lady, that man and his army are 
not just marching around once 
today, this is the sixth time.” 
Rahab reached the house. The 
city began to shake and tremble. 
Shouts, curses and screams could 
be heard as the walls fell down 
fiat. Houses fell, clouds of dust 
and smoke arose from the de- 
stroyed city. Everyone perished 
— except Rahab and those in her 
house. All that was left of the 
old city (and it is the same today), 
was a series of mounds. the 
largest being 200 feet long and 
50 feet high. God's destruction 
was complete! 

For seven days the Children of 
Israel had marched aroung the 
walls once a day. God's wrath 
is often slow in coming; He is 
longsuffering not willing that any 
shoulg perish. Gé@d’s voice seemed 
to be saying then to the city of 
Jericho, even as it does today, 
“Throw open your gates and let 
Christ in. Repent! The day of 
wrath and destruction is coming.” 
What a scene that was! The 
seven priests, with seven trumpets 
of rams’ horns before the Ark of 
the Covenant, marching around 
the wall seven times on _ the 
seventh day. Seven! Seven! God's 
wrath had reached. perfection; the 
number seven is the number of 
perfection. God’s wrath was 
filled full. The trumpet blew. A 
great shout went up from the 
people, then the walls fell. Those 
in Rahab’s house were saved alive 
—gshe hag received the spies and 
had thrown out the “scarlet line” 
from her window. When the 
wrath of God falls, only those 
who are under the blood are safe 
and sure of deliverence, 

Four great spiritual lessons 
stand out from this passage. Four 
things that give a picture of sal- 
vation from sin. 

The Condemned City 


The first thing I notice in our 
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passage is) THE CONDEMNED 
CITY. Jericho was sure of de- 
struction. In this it pictures the 
world and the sinner headed for 
condemnation and destruction. 
This old wicked earth is headed 
for destruction even faster than 
Jericho, because it has rejected 
Christ. God's armies are coming 
from heaven someday to take 
vengeance on the world that 
knows not God. God’s clock is 
set! Just as the city, of Jericho 
was sure of destruction, so is the 
sinner sure of destruction. The 
one outside of Christ is under 
God's wrath now, sure of God's 
wrath already. “He _ that i be- 
lieveth on Him is not condemned: 
but he that believeth not is con- 
demned ALRBADY, because he 
hath not believed in the name of 
the only begotten Son of God.” 
(John 3:18). You are not going 
to be lost, sinner friend, you are 
lost “already”. Just as Jericho 
was condemned and sure of wrath, 
and all those outside of Rahab’s 
house with the scarlet line were 
sure of death, so today all those 
outside Christ are under God's 
wrath. Notice again in the Gos- 
pel of John, “He that believeth 
on the son hath everlasting life: 
and he that believeth not the Son 
shall not see life; but the wrath 
of God ABIDETH on him.” (John 


8:36). God's wrath abides, rests 
now, on the sinner. Notice that 
the word “abideth” appears in 


the present tense; the wrath of 
God is upon him right now. He 
is condemned already. People are 
not lost or saved at death only, 
they are either lost or saved now. 
Paul preaching at Athens said, 

now God commandeth all 
men everywhere to repent; be- 
cause He hath APPOINTED A 
DAY, in which He_will judge the 
world in righteousness by that 
man whom He hath ordained: 
whereof he hath given assurance 
unto all men, in that he hath 
raised him from the dead.” (Acts 
17:30-31). God’s Clock of Judg- 
ment is set-—-“He hath appointed 
a day.” His standard of judgment, 
His standard of measurement will 
be “. . . in righteousness by that 
man whom He hath ordained .. .” 
In other words you must have 
Christ’s righteousness, which is 
given to you as a free gift, or 
you will be cast into the lake of 
fire. The books will be opened at 
God's Great White Throne. (Rev. 
21:11-15). If your name is not 
found written in the Lamb’s Book 
of Life you. will be cast into the 
Lake of Fire. Only unsaved peo- 
ple will stand at the Great White 
Throne at God’s appointed time 
to hear the awful sentence of 
eternity in hell. Oh, sinner why 
will you die? Flee from God's 
wrath that already abides on you.

Be saved now by receiving 
Christ into your heart and you 
will be able to say, “There is 
therefore now no condemnation to 
them which are in Christ Jesus, 
who walk not after the flesh, but 
after the Spirit. For the law of 
the Spirit of life in Christ Jesus 
hath made me free from the law 
of sin and death.” (Romans 8:1-2). 
The day of grace passed for Jeri- 
cho. God gave warning. God 
warned Sodom and Gomorrah; the 
destruction finally came. God 
warneq the old world through 
Noah for one hundred and twenty 
years; God’s wrath came, the day 
of Grace passed. 

When Jericho was destroyed, 
Rahab and her household were 
safe on the wall of the doomed 
city. The part of the wall on 
which her house stood could not 
fall because God’s judgments can 
}never touch the one who is 
sheltered in the Rock of Ages. In 
Christ, there is now no condem- 
nation, 


“Rock of Ages, cleft for me, 


| Let me hide myself in Thee; 


Let the water and the blood 

From Thy wounded side which 
flowed, 

Be of sin the double cure 

Save from wrath and make 
me pure.” 


The Conviction of Rahab- 


The next spiritual and practical 
truth that comes from this story 
is the CONVICTION OF RAHAB. 

Rahab said, “. ..I know that 
the Lord hath given you the land, 
ang that your terror is fallen upon 
us, and that all the inhabitants 
of the land faint because of you 
. . .« And as soon as we heard 
these things, our hearts did melt, 
neither did there remain any more 
courage in any man, because of 
wou: for the Lord your God, he 
is God in heaven above, and in 
earth beneath.” (Joshua 2:9, 11). 

Here is conviction for sin, when 
Rahab said; “,.. your terror is 
fallen upon us...,” “... all the 
inhabitants of the land faint be- 
cause of you...” and “our hearts 
did melt, neither did there remain 
any more courage in any man...” 
Rahab saw and realized she was 
a lost, wicked, and fallen woman, 
deserving condemnation for her 
sins along with the others of 
Jericho. Rahab was convicted of 
her sins! . 

There is not much deep convic- 
tion for sin seen these days. 
Not much crying , out, “What 
must I do to be saved’, as the 
Philippian jailor did when he fell 
at the apostle’s feet under con- 
viction. Not much conviction 1s 
seen as in Finney’s day when 
pople fell from their seats under 
the convicting power of the Holy 
Ghost. Our prayer should be, 
Oh! Lord send the old time deep 
conviction for sin again; the kind 
Paul talked about when he Said, 
“For though I made you sorry 
with a letter, I do not repent, 
though I did repent: for I per- 
ceive that the same epistle hath 
made you sorry, though it were 
but for a season. Now I rejoice, 
not that ye were made sorry, but 
that ye sorrowed to repentance: 
for ye were made sorry after a 


ceive damage by us in nothing. 
For godly sorrow worketh re- 
pentance to salvation not to be 
repented of: but the sorrow of the 
world worketh death (II Corin- 
thians 7:8-10). 

Godly sorrow for sin is the need 
today. The fear of the Lord that 
is the beginning of wisdom is the 
major shortage in most groups of 
Christians, with the overproduc- 
tion of sentimental senility they 
attribute to God Almighty. God 
isn’t a doting old grandaddy! He 
has been sinned against. Con- 
viction and Repentance is need- 
ed. It’s terrible to be lost. “For 
we know him that hath said, ven- 
geance belongeth unto me, I will 
recompense, saith the Lord. And 
again, The Lord shall judge his 
people. It is a fearful thing to 
fall unto the hands of the living 
God.” (Heb, 10:30-31). Rahab 
realized this; also the Philippian 
jailor; so too did Saul of Tarsus 
on the Damascus Road, as well 
as the multitudes of others who 
have heard the Word of Truth 
and felt the Sword of the Spirit 
reproving, “ ... the world of sin, 
and of righteousness, and of judg- 
ment: Of sin, because they be- 
lieve not on me; Of righteousness, 
because I go to my Father, and 
ye see me no more; Of judgment, 
because the prince of this world 
is judged.” (John 16:8-11). 

In recent revival services a 
lady felt a burden for a neighbor 
lady longing to win her to Christ. 
After prayer and study of sev- 
eral passages of scripture dealing 
with the lost, she went to her 
lost friend’s home and led the 
woman to a glorious decision for 
Christ. That night at the revival 
the lady came forward with her 
friend. What a time of rejoicing 
it was! The woman who had just 
been saved had brought her un- 
Saved husband to the _ services. 
He was under conviction, but did 
not surrender. He was so much 
under conviction that he felt his 
wife had been pushed into her 
decision and he went away angry. 
Next day he left home without 
breakfast, resentful and har- 
dened. He said to a neighbor, 
“I don’t know what’s wrong with 
me. I never felt this way before. 
They have separated my wife and 
me.” Later I met him on the

to accept Christ. He said he 
would not accept Him as Saviour. 
I told him he acted like a man 
under conviction, and in order to 


get peace he must _ receive 
Christ. He could have been 
saved right then, but he was 
rebellious. The meeting closed 
and we left with the man so 
much under conviction that he 


could eat or sleep but very little, 
We left with a heavy burden for 
him, but the good news soon 
reached us that he had been 
saved and was going to be bap- 
tized with his wife. How happy 
he and his wife are in their Chriae- 
tian life. The pastor said both 
he and his wife are making won- 


derful workers and are growing 


in grace. He didn’t need to wait, 
neither do you! Rahab didn’t 
wait when she saw the grace of 
God she was saved.

Christians ought to 
rejoice because theiy names are 
written in Heaven, “Rejoice!” 
Jesus said. 


Re joice in Hope for the 
Glorious Future 
I call your attention to another 
verse of Scripture over in Romans 
12, verse 12. The Lord tells us 
there that we are to be “rejoicing 
in hope; patient in tribulation; 
continuing instant in prayer.” We 
should rejoice in hope. Listen, it 
would not be a bad idea for you 
to sit down once in a while and 
dream, sit down once in a while 
and imagine what it is going to 
be like when you see the Saviour 
and your home in Heaven and your 
loved ones, and when you receive 
your rewards. Rejoice, for there 
is a good time coming after a 
while! Get your mind set on 
that. Do not think just about 
next summer, Eloise, [to a girl 
whose wedding was planned for 
the next summer], but on farther 
than that! Rejoice about’ the 
glorious things that God has laid 
up for you. The Bible says, “Eye 
hath not seen nor ear _ heard, 
neither have entered into the 
heart of man, the things which 
God hath prepared for them that 
love him. But God hath revealed 
them unto us by His Spirit’”’ (I Cor. 
2:9. 10). Well, I would talk to 
the Holy Spirit about it and say, 
“Lord, let me look forward to 
Heaven: let me look forward to 
the time when I will see every 
knee bow before the Saviour and 
hear every tongue confess to Him 


His glory, when wickedness is put 
down at last, and when there is 
no more sorrow, nor death, nor 
pain, nor sighing, ang God shall 
wipe away all tears from our 
eyes.” It is a foolish thing for a 
Christian to have such a wonder- 
ful hope and then not be happy, 
don’t you think so? We are to 


be, the Bible says, rejoicing in 
hope——-rejoicing in hope! 
Glory in Tribulation 
Here is another thing: The 
Scripture says that we are to 
glory in tribulation. Over in 


Romans, chapter 5, the Scripture 
Says that we also joy in God 
through our Lord Jesus Christ, by 
whom we have now received the 
atonement” (that is, we are happy 
about the atonement), but it says 
too, ‘““Therefore being justified by 
faith we have peace with God 
through our Lord Jesus Christ: 
by whom also we have access by 
faith into this grace wherein we 
stand, and rejoice in hope of the 
giory of God. And not only so, 
but we glory in tribulations also: 
knowing that tribulation worketh 
patience; And patience, experi- 
ence; ang experience, hope.”’ The 
Bible says we ought to glory in 
tribulation. It is strange that 
people do not do it. If you have 
a hard time, say, “Lord, thank 
You for putting me through this 
school. Lord, I know You're going 
to make something good out of 
this.” Are you a believer or an 
infidel? Well doesn’t the Bible 


say “all things work together for 


good to them that love God’? 
(Rom. 8:28). The Lord is making 
up His batch of biscuits, and when 
they come out of the oven they 
will all be good. Maybe you do 
not like flour; maybe the lard 
does not taste good. Never mind. 
rYou wait until they are worked 
together good, and they will make 
biscuits. The Lord is making 
good things for you, and you 
ought to say, “Lord, thank You 
for all this good trouble. Thank 
You for this good chastisement 
You are giving me. You are doing 
it to keep me from doing wrong 


ang to remind me to do right.”

We ought to rejoice in tribula- 
tion, glory in tribulation! 

What kind of a Christian are 
you--a_ fair-weather Christian? 
We all more or less despise fair- 
weather friends friends who are 
our friepds when everybody else 
is our friend; but when someone 
else is against us, they are against 
us, too. You would be surprised 
how niuch of the world is like that. 
Are you that kind of a Christian? 
You can surely rejoice in the Lord 
when everything is gay and the 
world goes by like a sung. When 
you are sailing downstream and 
colors are flying, that is-fine. But 
when it is hard rowing upstream, 
you can’t rejoice. You are a 
strange Christian, aren’t you? 
The Bible teaches here that we 
are to glory in tribulation... We 
are to thank God for tribulation. 
Somebody may bemean you. You 
should say, “All right, Jesus was 
bemeaned, now I’m just that much 
more like Him.” Make sure that 
you are not bemeaned for your 
own devilmert, your own sin; but 
rejoice if you suffer some for 
Jesus. Rejoice if you are poor. 
If you are poor you can say “I 
feel more like Paul now.” Paul 
was poor and was buffeted. He 
fasted often. He said he did not 
have enough to eat. He wrote 
a letter to Timothy and _éé said, 
‘Winter is coming on, please be 
sure to bring my coat. It is a 
little chilly in this old, damp 
dungeon, in this basement prison 
here. Bring my cloak along.’ If 
you have some trouble, you can 
say, “Well praise the Lord! I’m 
like the saints of God.” If some- 
one talks about you, you can say, 
“Well this isn’t as bad as 
Latimer and Ridley suffered, who 


burned at the stake; but it is a 
little bit for Jesus.” We are to 
rejoice in tribulation, glory in 


tribulation. 


Glory in Infirmities! 

And the last word I would say 
is that we are to rejoice in in- 
firmities. In II Corinthians 12, 
beginning with verse 9 Paul says, 
“Most gladly therefore will I 
rather glory in my infirmities, that 
the power of Christ may rest upon 
me.” Steve can say, “Well, 
praise the Lord, I don’t have 
enough sense. If I ever amount 
to anything it surely will be be- 
cause a wonderful Saviour takes 
care of a fellow like me!” Isn’t 
that something to praise the Lord 
about ? 


Paul said, ‘I’ve got a thorn in 
the flesh. Lord, remove it.’ 

‘No, Paul,’ the Lord said, ‘you 
think you would be better off 
without any thorn in the flesh, 
but you wouldn’ft. You'd be bhet- 
ter off to be weak and let Me be 
strong.’ 

‘All right,’ Paul says, ‘I’ll praise 
You that I’m the weak one and 
You are the strong One. We make 
a better team that way.’ So let’s 
say, “Praise the Lorg that I am 
dumb. Praise the Lord that I 
have to struggle for an education. 
Praise the Lord that I have some 
quirks so the Lord will have to 
get the glory. If I submit to 
Him, it will all come out better 
for me to be weak and God to be 
strong. “Which would you rather, 
Miss Fairy, to have a weak 
Saviour and you be so strong and 
have to help Him out, or you be 
weak and let Him help you out? 
Paul said, “Most gladly therefore 
will I rather glory in my infirmi- 
ties.” People usually glory be- 
cause they have a goog muscular 
body or because they have a 
quick mind, or have a nice home, 
or have money. No, no! Glory 
when you are poor; glory when 
you are weak; glory when you 
are insufficient; glory when you 
are in ill health. Paul says, ‘T’'ll 
glory in my infirmities, that the 
power of Christ may rest upon 
me.’ It would be better for you 
to be dumb and to have the power 
of God than for you to be so smart

He notices 
the falling of every tear. He 
understands even the upward 
glance of faith and prayer. He 
observes the soul’s sincere desire. 
Even as a mother immediately 
responds to the slightest stir of 
her child in the night, so the Lord 
is quick to hear the distress of 
His own dear children, and just 
as quick to come to their assist- 
ance, 


Heart to Love 


Thirdly, He has a wonderful 
heart to love us. Human love 
may run deep and linger long. 


It often manifests itself in kind- 
ness and sacrifice. The sleepless- 
ness and watchfulness in times of 
sickness is evidence of a loving 
heart. The prayerful concern of 
parents over a child’s wayward- 
hess is further evidence of human 
love. The soldier’s willingness to 
endure privations and hardships 
in warfare, facing death itself for 
the honor of his country and the 
security of his loved ones is an 
exhibition of human love. 


On February 4th, 1922, two na- 
tions held their breath as the 
great ice bridge in the lower Ni- 
agara broke from its moorings 
and hundreds of _ sight - seers 
scrambied for safety. Ali escap- 
ed but three, two of them husband 
and wife. Frantic efforts were 
made to rescue them. Three 
times the husband had an oppor- 
tunity to escape with his life but 
three times he deliberately refused 
to leave his helpless wife. Together 
they went to their death in an 
embrace of love, 


But the love of man for man is 
as nothing compared to the love 
of God for man. John 3:16. So 
fur-reaching was  Christ’s love 
that He died not merely for His 
family, nor alone for His bosom 
friends, nor alone for his native 
land, but His love was so great 
that He died for strangers—yes, 
even for His enemies. “God com- 
mendeth His love toward us, in 
that, while we were yet sinners, 
Christ died for us.” 


Hand to Hold 

Then, He has a wonderful hand 
to hold us. When that Niagara 
ice bridge gave way, one of the 
unfortunate sight-seers was a 
young man from Cleveland. He 
refused an opportunity to escape 
in order, if possible, to assist the 
Toronto man to rescue his wife. 
The icefloe, however, on which 
they were drifting, broke and he 


| 


was separated from them. Now 
he must look to his own safety. 
As he approached the cantilever 
bridge he saw the rope which 
twe men two hundred feet above 
had lowered. Calmly he removed 
his overcoat and made _ ready. 
Then, judging -his’ distance, he 
grasped the dangling end. The 
sag of the long rope dropped him 
to his waist into the icy waters 
and the great blocks of ice jam- 
med his body frightfully. Never- 
theless, he held fast. As the men 
above pulled, the young man 
himself began to climb hand over 


hand. Up he went, five, ten, 
twenty .feet; still higher, forty, 
fifty feet. By this time his 


strength was failing and he hung 
limp. Presently he became ut- 
terly exhausted. His hands re- 
laxed and he féll to a watery 


grave. 4 

But God's hold on us is secure. 
For “the Lord’s hand is _not 
shortened, that it cannot save.” 


Frequently, however, the bridge 
of pleasant prospects breaks and 
sets us adrift on floes of doubt, 
down the river of worldliness to- 
ward the whirlpool of despair. 
Then we grasp the rope of false 
hopes and make a desperate ef- 
fort to save ourselves. But we 
soon discover that we are making 
a losing fight. We realize our 
own weakness and insufficiency. 
Then we surrender and sink at 
the foot of the cross in repen- 
tance. There the penetrating 
eyes of the crucified Christ be- 
hold us; there the keen ears of 
the ‘Savior hear us. Then won- 
der of wonders! Our loving Lord 
reaches down with those ever- 
lasting arms, lifts us out of the 
horrible pit, sets our feet upon a 
rock, and establishes our way. 
This new experience puts a new 


song in our mouth, even praise 
unto our God. 
Hallelujah! What a Saviour!
